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To  the  Student  Body  of  1940: 

This  is  not  a  diary  of  school  life,  nor  yet  a  personal  letter 
describing  events  of  the  year,  nor  yet  a  book  reviewing  school 
activities.  But  it  may  be  seen  as  a  permanent  record  of  the 
school  year,  set  forth  objectively  as  if  by  the  whimsical  and 
ghostly  hand  of  Dr.  Smedes,  whom  we  may  imagine  to  be 
moving  among  us  in  invisible  benevolence.  As  he,  critical 
and  yet  understanding,  disinterested  and  yet  interested,  would 
see  it,  this  publication  wishes  to  present  a  picture  of  school 
life. 

The  1940  Stage  Coach  is  the  school's  tribute  to  the  student 
body  by  which  it  acknowledges  every  personality  on  campus. 
It  appreciates  the  fact  that  it  is  not  the  essential  traditions — 
the  oaks  of  Saint  Mary's  and  the  ivy-cloistered  buildings — that 
give  life  to  the  dreaming  campus,  but  the  student  character. 
And  the  characteristics  of  the  student  body  are  the  innumerable 
"little  things" — the  trivialities  of  high  socks  and  pork  pie 
hats,  of  baby  blouses  and  Brooks  sweaters — which,  because  they 
will  never  reoccur  in  this  exact  combination  again,  are  too 
valuable  to  be  lost.  Nineteen  forty  can  never  come  again, 
and  more  vitally  to  Saint  Mary's  the  class  of  1940  of  necessity 
takes  with  it  its  enthusiasm,  its  ideals  and  its  loyal  work  for 
the  school.  But  it  has  given  something  to  the  school  which  will 
not,  and  cannot,  pass  with  the  year. 

The  Stagecoach  wishes  that  it  could  capture  every  mood, 
every  detail,  and  give  to  them  permanence.

Kaleidoscope  of  May  Day:  a  brilliant  study  in  color  and  movement. 


The  lilting  brilliance  of  Masefield's  "Cargoes"  came  to  life  in  the  gorgeous  pageantry  of  the 
1940  May  Day,  the  most  successful  in  many  a  year.  Tibbie  Tucker  as  Neptune  welcomed  from  a 
throne  beside  the  sea  the  arrival  of  ships  from  Ninevali  and  Medieval  Spain  which  brought  in  turn 
to  offer  him  as  queen  their  six  most  beautiful  girls.  They  carried  wealthy  cargoes  in  enticing 
dowries.  But  though  the  apes  from  Ninevah  performed  their  most  intricate  contortions,  and  though 
the  cellophane  skirts  of  the  Spanish  jewels  caught  the  most  delicate  light,  Neptune  knew  with  dis- 
appointment   that    these    twelve    were    not    beautiful  enough. 

But  suddenly  the  scene  was  shattered  by  a  harsh  syncopating  rhythm.  Rollicking  English  sea- 
men burst  in  carrying  not  an  ottering  of  girls  but  a  cargo  of  coal  and  clanging  cheap  tin  trays.  But 
in  the  dirty  stowaway  on  board  Neptune  recognized  the  beauty  which  is  possessed  only  by  sover- 
eigns, and  after  miraculously  changing  her  rags  to  rich  robes,  he  acknowledged  her  his  queen.  Otf 
to  his  subterranean  palace  lie  led  her  amid   a    brilliant  grand  finale  of  the   rejoicing  assemblage.
